Provided alwaps, and it is hereby kurther Enafted bß 
the Authority aforeſaid, That the Maſter, or Perſon having 
the Charge of every Ship or Veſſel exporting any ſuch 
Goods from Jreland to the ſaid Plantations or Settlements, 
ſhall, upon his Arrival there, produce to the Collector 
or other principal Officers of the Cuſtoms, or other Pub- 
lic Officer, at the Port or Place-where he ſhall arrive, a Cer- 
tificate, under the Hands and Seal of Office of the Collector and

that the ſame are of the Growth, Produce, or Manufacture of 
. Great Britain, which had been legally imported from thence 
into Ireland, or that they are foreign Certificate Goods, which 
had been legally imported from Great Britain into Ireland (as the 
Caſe may be); and ſhall alſo deliver an Invoice of the Particulars 
of his Lading to ſuch Officers, in the Manner directed by an Act 
.of Parliament, made in the Third and Fourth Years of the 
Reign of Queen Anne, intituled, An Act to permit the Ex- 
v portation of Jiſb Linen Cloth to the Plantations, and to pro- 
„ hibit the Importation of Scorch Linen into .Jreland.,;” and 
.ſhall in all other Reſpects, not altered by this Act, comply with 
the Regulations preſcribed by the ſaid recited Act, or any other
